At the age of eight, Bob Jones had the 
intestinal fortitude to practice two or three 
hours a day. He would then come and 
watch Stewart Maiden swing a club or give 
lessons.

When 10 Bobby was playing fine golf 
and at 12 he shot a 70 at East Lake. It 
took Bob seven heart-breaking years of 
misfortune to win his first national tour- 
nament. He had many almost won, but 
something always happened.

Ty Cobb beaten him. Hagen beat him badly in a dual af- 
fair in Florida; but in 12 U. S. and British,Opens where the blue 
chips were down, Hagen was never able to beat Jones for a title. 

The closest they came was finishing 
ahead of Bobby in the 1927 U. S. Open and they rank among the 
greatest golfers of all time.

shit Cobb was indestructible. He was at his best 
Indestructible with everything against him. I recall Cobb 
almost assaulting Nig Clarke, the old catcher who, 10 years after 
Cobb was through, admitted he had cost Ty several runs by missing 
him at the plate, although Cobb was called out. 

‘I saw Cobb booed and hooted in New York one day by 
30,000 fans, only to break up the game with three or four 
hits and three or four steals. 

Cobb’s desire for victory was the most intense feeling I have 
run across in sport. They say victory isn’t everything. It was to 
Cobb, no matter what the handicap. And no man ever worked 
harder to be ready for the test. He-built his own sliding pit at 
home and spent hours hitting the dirt. In 1911, he reported five 
days before the season opened and then, the best-conditioned man 
on his team, hit .420 for the year.

K Bill To Save Children’s Lives 


By the time you read this column, the House probably will have put through one of its most out- 
standing accomplishments of the session. It is a simple bill—a provision which the General Assem- 
bly of some years ago undoubtedly thought it had enacted into the original law—but it is a bill 
which will save the lives of many Georgia school children. Rep. Jack Murr, of Sumter County, 
and others introduced the new measure, which merely says that when the State Patrol finds a school 
bus unsafe, that bus cannot be filled with children and driven on the highway until it has been 


repaired. 

The measure, which no solon interested in the 
lives of children can conscientiously oppose, 
would force 20 percent of the present school 
buses off the highways. Wilson, 
State Director of Public Safety, says that one- 
fifth of the school buses inspected failed to meas- 
ure up to safety specifications.

When a man boards the political train for a run, he needs seri- 
ous money. As Mr. Harris says, the cost of postage alone in a 
good tough race for Governor will often reach $1,000 a day. 


Mr.. Harris didn’t say how much it costs to run for Governor. 
He said it costs a great deal. I happen to know. 


Fare A man wishing to run for Governor of Georgia must 

count on having an absolute minimum of $200,000. If he 
hasn’t got that much fare he need not get on the train. I would 
say that about $250,000 has been spent an every major, contested 
race in the last several campaigns. There was once a senatorial 
race which cost about $500,000. The cost of running for office 
is too high. A candidate is of necessity beholden to friends who 
help him. There is an ironical fact about this. Usually the fellow 
who contributes a sum of around $5,000 wants more for it than 
the fellow who gave more. There are many who contribute ex- 
pecting it to mean a license to steal if the candidate is elected. 


Votes This money is. not used to buy votes. There is very little 
actual vote buying. Legitimate expenses eat up most of 
it. And, of course, a good chunk of it goes to the courthouse leader 
in each county, or a man who thinks he can rally forces to upset 
the courthouse crowd. 


We will never have really good government in Georgia until 
we get rid of the county unit system. It compels every Governor 
to play ball with a lot of greedy, selfish persons who have always 
their-own interest at stake. It is folly for any person to argue we 
need the unit system. . No other Southern State has it, or has 


ever had it, and they all get along with the same problems we have 


as well or better than we. In fact, one reason we can’t do better 
is the strangling hold of the unit system which makes it impos- 
sible for the Governor to do what is best for the State.
